3S»mmal» In the Water. 


Cats, which have an intense dislike 


of wet, swim well, carrying the head 
high. Their distaste for aquatics does 
not extend to the larger cats. Tigers are 
fond of bathing, swim fast, and, in the 
case of the "river tigers" of the Sunder- 
btmds and the tigers near the coast of 
the straits of Malacca are constantly 
noticed in the water,. "Whether the 
trained Egyptian cats which were used 
to take waterfowl in the reed beds by 
the Kile ever swam when stalking 
them does not- appear from the ancient 
pictures. But the extent to which the 
dog voluntarily becomes aquatic entitles 
some breeds to be considered amphibi- 
ous.

Soon they become as fast 
swimmers on the surface as the otter 
itself, though the physical advantages of 
submarine motion give the otter the ad-

Thore'an was less impersonal than Em- 
erson—nay,:his very retirement and his 
paucity of friends made him cling the 
more firmly to the few he had. Emer- 
son's range was wider; liis horizon was 
more ample, but he did not attach him- 
self so closely to those things and 
thoughts in which be took an interest. 
Hence we find more form in the though!; 
of Emeisoij, more color in that of Tho- 
reau, and, so far as literary style is con- 
cerned, the page of Thoreau often excels 
that of Emerson. Both are epigram- 
matic. But the epigrams of Thoreau are 
the more keen and searching if not so 
elegant Emerson dealt more with prin- 
ciples, Thoreau with facts. He had the 
homely wisdom of Socrates, while Em- 
erson rejoiced in the lofty sweep of 
Plato. 


In their learning, which was great— 


as Americans reckon..the scope of learn- 
ing—Thoreau was the m'ore exact, Em- 
erson the more comprehensive and sug- 
gestive. Both were masters of English, 
but in Emerson was more mannerism, 
in Thoreau more rhetorical art in his 
best pages, more simplicity in his or- 
dinary writing. Both will endure as 
authors and will continue to attract 
and to instruct by their deep, cheerful 
wisdom and their high moral purpose.

England weekly, 


GRAY SQUIRRELS. 


How They Hide Their Scattered Stores 


For the Winter. 


Gray squirrels are winter neighbors, 


hut very shy ones. I have tried to coax 
them to come into the yard for walnuts 
by leaving out a supply under the trees 
there and gathering all from other trees, 
but, 
they were too well supplied with 


nuts in the wood. I did succeed in gaiu- 
ing their confidence through a p;iir of 
tame squirrels that had been raised in 
a cage by a neighbor. I induced the 
neighbor to set them free, and, apparent- 
ly to reward me, they took up their 
abode in tho tall cottoirwoods and pop- 
lars about the l:t\%'n, but more likely lie- 
cause the neighbor had 110 large trees. 
"While' they remained an occasional wild 
squirrel would call or spend the day in 
the great trees with my tame ones. But 
the villainous pot hunter aud his worth- 
less cur destroyed my pets aucl drove the 
visitors hack to their -wild state. 


The gray squirrel is not as provident 


as the little ground squirrel, who toils 
through the long days of summer and 
fall to provide himself n homo and lay 
up a store for winter use. What little 
the gray squirrel does lay by for n rainy 
day is not stored iu his den, hut scatter- 
ed here aurl there-about the. woods, like 
tho prudent housewife afraid to put all 
the eggs in one basket. 


I learned from my tame squirrels 


their method of hiding nnts. The nut is 
carried in the mouth, and some time 
and thought, are given to the selection 
of a likely place to hide it. When the 
spot is finally decided upon, a hole tho 
size of the nut is dug in the ground, the 
nut thrust in and pushed down hard 
with the nose, a little earth pressed and 
patted down, and leaves or grass tossed 
about in the most natural way. After 
a snowfall thoir tracks will bo found iu 
every direction, from the den trees to 
all parts of tho wood. 
Following these 


trails, one will frad many little holes 
ill the snow where hidden nuts have 
been dug np.—J. I'i- Kennedy in Har- 
per's Magazine. 


Fresh Fish. 


In many places in warm climates it 


is customary to keep fish alive until 
they are sold. It would otherwise be 
impossible to keep them from spoiling, 
except by too expensive refrigerating. 
Tho marketman is likely to be the fish- 
erman himself and to keep his catch iu 
a well ou his boat or in a slatted box in 
tho water.

Fish are .sold in this way at. for in- 
stance, Key West. Havana and Genoa.

ViSab'e to p]:ice a bounty on theia 
in order thai their number may be 
kept down. To the ordinary dweller 
iu me inktud districts the seal is an 
animal co!::jeeted ia a vague way 
with frozen eliiaes and internation- 
al aroitraricn. These, arc the fur 
seals, which provide such of the 
sealskin sacks as are not made in 
the plush factories, but the seals of 
the New England coasts are crea- 
tures of an entirely different stamp. 
Their skius are heavy and tough 
and are of no use for rnttking sacks, 
unless they are mail sacks, aud they 
are sucii useless and unpleasant ani- 
mals that KO one would go to the 
trouble of killing them if it were 
not for the bounty which has been 
placed on their heads by the offi- 
cials. 


This bounty is *3 a head, and it is 


paid because there are so many of 
the seals, and they have such, an 
insatiable appetite for fish that if 
they were allowed to increase and 
multiply and train up their children 
to eat fish they would have a disas- 
trous effect on the shore.fisheries. 
it has been proved by experiments 
that a seal with a normal appetite 
will eat from 20 to 25 pounds of fish 
a day, and it can be seen that at this 
rate it does not take a very large 
number of seals to produce a fish 
famine of no small proportions. 


Last year tho county commission- 


ers of Essex county alone paid bcmn- 
ties aggregating §450 for seals, which 
would .mean that 150 were killed, as 
the bounty is $3 a head. This, it is 
probable, does not represent more 
•ban half of those actually destroy- 
ed, as only about half are recovered, 
for the reason that, unless killed at 
once, they nearly always manage to 
reach the,water when shot and sink 
:o the bottom when they are dead. 
[t is probable that there are along 
ihe coast of Essex county 1,000 seals 
at least, and these, figuring 25 
pounds of fish a day for each seal, 
would use up 9,125,000 pounds of 
fish in the year, or enough to stip- 
ply 175,000 persons with four fi~h- 
balls every Sunday through the en- 
tire year. This only represents a 
small part of the fish which -would 
be consumed by the Massachusetts 
seals in the course of the year, as 
they are thick all alohg the south 
shore until the sand begins at the 
head of Cape Cod, for the seals are 
not found to any extent where the 
shore is sandy. They prefer the 
rocks. 


These seals are what are known 


as dog seals and are entirely differ- 
ent in outward appearance from the 
fur seals of the north. Their skin i? 
smooth and leathery, a good deal 
like that of a porpoise, only tough 
er. In their general shape, however, 
they are a good deal like their north- 
ern congeners, having the same 
round head and large, soulful eyes, 
which make it a matter of consider- 
able difficulty for a tender hearted 
person to shoot one, even for $o. 
There is no regular method of kill 
ing the seals, and it is almost al 
done fortuitously, and by persons 
usually sportsmen, who are out for 
some other reason than the deliber 
ate slaughter of seals for mercenar; 
purposes. Most of the killing is done 
in the spring, vrhen the seals are 
rutting and come out on the rock 
in large numbers. Even then, how 
ever, it is not at all an easy matte 
to kill them, as they are very shy 
and unless killed at the first sho 
will wriggle off into the water anc 
.lie there, sinking to the bottom 
The only time at which there wa 
any organized sealing expedition 
was several years ago, when abou 
20 seals got up into a river back o 
Plum island, near Newbtiryport. 
party of enterprising fishermen 
stretched a seine across the mouth 
of the river, and at low tide wen 
and killed all tha seals with clubs. 


Outside of the bounty the seal 


are of little value. There is a gooi 
deal of oil in them, as, on accoun 
of their unrestricted indulgence in 
fish, most of them are very fat, an 
their skin is worth something fo 
leather. The bounty was originate 
in 1888, when it was placed at $1 
htnttl, but as it was found that th 
seals were increasing in number i 
was raised to §3, whioh is tho sun 
at present paid.—Boston Transcript

The ijjcidwit of thp gold couspisr-icy 


iu which CuiiuiJigliuJU is said to have 
played a part was* the ijuiuediuie pre- 
cipitator of Uiu panic. Fur f on - years 
preceding September, ISO'J, there had 
been every suniuic-r u ri«=o iu gold — or, 
as u matter of fact, a fall iu the paper 
Currency iu which tho price of gold was 
ezproA-sea. In March of the fateful year 
the precious metal fell to 131. Jay 
Gould, as it was afterward said, bought 
$7,000,000, and the price advanced to 
145, iuflucnced by the Alabama diffi- 
culties, the prospects of war between 
Frauce and Prussia and other disturb- 
ing facts and rumors. It was the success 
of this operation which led to the sub- 
sequent attempt of Fisk, Gould and 
their associates to "corner" the yellow 
tuetaL 


In August, 1869, the floating supply. 


with which speculators made deliveries 
and merchants paid import duties was 
estimated at less than f 20. 000, 000. 
Aside from this the banks held a certain 
amount in their vaults, and the sub- 
treasury contained about $80, 000,000, 
of which tho Koverumeut was then sell- 
ing $1, 000, 000 ouc-e a fortnight. It was 
obviously easy for a • 'combine" to buy 
up on niargiu all tiiero was afloat, but 
there vraa the danger of the government 
opeuicg tho gates of the subtreusury 
aud flooding the market. 


Here was the pivot of the whole deal. 


After an unsuccessful attempt to secure 
the. "appointment of a subtreusurer in 
the interest of the "combine" or "ring," 
as it was called iu rhose. days, efforts 
wero made to learn from President 
Grant what tbo policy of the goveru- 
meut would be in case of a great rise in 
>>old. Iu August gold was down to 131 
and all the world VL as selling it shorr 
iu tho confident expectation that the 
government notes soon would be on a 
paiity with it. By the 22d day of Sep- 
tember the conspirators had bought 
more gold for future delivery than there 
was in tho city outside of The snbtri-as- 
tiry. and the price had risen toouly 141. 


It. looked as if the, ring would be 


forced to £o under. On die evening of 
the 2Sd the clique rn^t in the private 
office of \VilHum Heath & Co., ami "Wil- 
liam Beldeu, a former partner of Fisk, 
was brought iuto the combination. He 
agreed tcTbuy $$,000,000 for aorrmnt of 
the clique on the following day. On 
Thursday, the 23d, Fisk visited the 
•'Roldroom." where tin* dealings were 
made, and offend to ber any part cf 
SoO.OOO that gold would sell at 200.

LAMPS AND CANDLES.- 


TI><T» I* mil Art In the Managing of 


Tlicin. 


The most effective cleansing sub- 


stiuica for the eouwiners and wiek ap- 
paratus consists of ordinary wood ash. 
This has a peculiar effect upon petro- 
leum, crystal and other oils of the same 
kind. Rub tho ashes well all over the 
parts that require cleaning and polish 
or wipe it off with a clean, soft cloth. 
This is a very simple method and obvi- 
ates the use. of water, which may prove

a serious diiliculty. especially if the op- 
erator is not very particular as regards 
the drying process. 
This treatment 


should not, however, entirely do away 
with a i>eriodi''al boiling of tlie differ- 
ent parts of the lamp with strong soda, 
hut tho regular use of wood ash should 
make the washing a last resource and 
au altogether rare necessity. 


The strictest cleanliness in every de- 


tail concerning lamps is of the greatest 
importance not only to insure a good 
light free from smell, but also as a pre- 
ventive against danger. Odd bus of 
wick allowed to collect anywhere noar 
the (lame, for instance, are ohjectiou- 
ablo from every point of view. 


Lamps that are but rarely used sbould 


not be left with the wick to become sat- 
urated through contact with the oil. 
The best plan is to empty the container, 
clean it as above, dry the wick if it is 
new, and put, it a.=ide in a box. into 
which du=f cannot penetrate, till it is 
wanted again. 


For these days, when candles are so 


much used, it is well to know that there 
is an art in choosing them. They should 
burn brightly, steadily, und without 
flickering, yo-t at the same time dwin- 
dle away an slowly a« possible. The can- 
dle that gutters is to be avoided as ex- 
travagant aud worthless. The best of 
all are tho=e which are partially hol- 
lowed out, so that if tin: flamo is ex- 
posed to a draft the iiielttd wax runs 
down the iubide. A thin, close wick 
•will always burn better than a. thick 
one. One o£ the cleverest contrivances 
adrtiit-"1!! to candles is n meral automatic 
pxtnmnisher. It caii be fixed to any re- 
quired depth of the candle, say one inch, 
morp or let0, and as soon as that quan- 
tity lias barned away two inctal ring's 
close over the flame and effectually put 
it out. ^cmothing of tho kind has al- 
readv bce.ii seen, hut the newer piucub 
is much mere praf tieai, from the very 
fact that ic can be fixed to any pair of 
the candle instead of brinj, placed in the 
caudle holder, for in the latter case it

ot the Cincinnati, Hamil- 


ton & Dayton railroad were in ->2ssion 
yesterday at Cincinnati, appraising 
the road. The valuation was placed 
at $99,000 less than it was last year. 
The value placed on the main track 
was $13,000 per mile; on the second 
track, 84,500; aiding, $2,500; tools 
and machinery, Cincinnati division,

division, $iO; rolling stock, $3250 per 
mile. 


A. strong fight was waged by the 


Butler and Hamilton county auditors 
to have the amount of the rolling stock 
and other property in their cauntles 
assessed exclusively for their own, 
counties, and not to have it divided 
up among the other counties in pro- 
portion to the number of mile- of 
track passing through the counties. 
But the Hamilton and Butler county 
auditors only numbered two, while 
the auditors who wished to have the 
valuation 
distributed 
proportion- 


ately outnumbered them,'and voted 
to divide the taxes according to the 
mileage of each company. This will 
Increase the valuation for Allen coun- 
ty by about 140,000 and will mean an 
addition of $1,000 to the taxes paid by 
the 0., H. & D. In this county. The

hard to gather in all the spoils, and 
were much angered when foiled in 
their attempt and offered a pitiful 
tale of woe in the Cincinnati Post and 
Times Star.
